In spite of all the weighty matters of state
vith which his Majesty had honrly to deal,
iis old habit of meddling with trifles was
strong in him. He must know every piecs
producaed on the Paris stage: and on the 25th
of March he wrote this highly characteristic
letter to the same General Connt
who had sent orders to Ney:—*AL le Comte
Bertrand—There are disputes amongst the
members of my household. My first ‘maitre
d'hotel” shall be the one I had at Porto-Far-
rajo. The sienr Doussean shall be my chief
covk, the sienr Pierron my head seallion.
Dismiss all individuals pretending to the eon-
trary, Present e asimple organization for
my household. 1 do not wish to see auy per-
gons filling two offices,” ete. ete,

On the 20th of March his Majesty took n
more important step. He issned a decres,
the first article of which was thus eonched: —
“From the date of the present decree the
slave trade is abolished.” On the same duay
he despatched a enrious note to Fouche, or-
dering him to recover some pictures “*which
belonged to Prince Jossph; I had them
bronght from Spain.” It is needless to ask
how the ex-King Joseph came by them,

On the 1st of April Napoleon wrote to the
Emperor of Austris in these terms; —
“Mounsfeur my Brother and Very Dear Father-in-
W i—AtLn moment when Providence brings me bhack
my capital and m'y States, my most ardent desire
to see again the objects of my tenderest affection,
rﬁ wife and my son. As o long separation has

There is something tragioal in the way this
volume ends with the sadden collapse of a
great empire: on the 20th the Emperor, who
bad stopped in his flight at Laon, wrote his
pecomnt of the battles of Ligny and Waterloo,
He attributed the loss  of Waterloo
to Ney suerificing his cavalry,  **After eight
hours' fighting the army saw with satisfac-
tion," he said, *‘the hattle won and the fisld
in our power, At 5:30 P. M, the four bat-
talions of the middle guard which had been
sent up the platean beyond Mont Suint Jean
to sustain the cnivassiers, being harassed by
the encmy’s grape, marched forward to carcy
his batteries with the bayonet, The day was
drawing to o close whena charge made on their
flank by several squadrons of English threw
them into disorder: the fugitives repnssed the
ravine: the neighboring regiments who saw

Then came a frightful
panie, and it was found impossible to reform
u tingle corps: everything »ms swept away in
The Emperor in his veport
made no gomplaint of Gronchy not coming up
to save the day: hestated that after the manner
in which the cavalry had been employed a
decided success wos not (o be hoped for, **but
Marshal Grouchy, having learnod the move-
ment of the Prussian COTPS, Wis following it,
and this assured us a brilliant suceess the
next day.” It is clear that Napoleon's impres-
sion two days after Waterloo was that Grouchy
conld not have reached the field in time to
have taken any part in the action of the 18th
of June, As regards the Prussians, the Fin.
peror said that early in the morning he was
mude aware that a column 15,000 strong  had
quitted the main body, and might be expected
to come into netion towards eévening, falling
on hig right flank. About I P. M. this column
commenced  skirmishing with Lobean's
division, and Napoleon was afterwards
obliged to send his voung guard and several
reserve batteries to attack it before marching
agaiust the British centre. He makes no
wention of more Prussian froops arriving
after Bulow's corps had been driven back.

On the 218t Napoleon alighted at the Elyses,
and sent a message to the Chambers annonn-
cing the result of his campaign. The next day
he sbdicated in favor of his son. On the 25th
of June Bertrand writes by order of the Em-
peror to Darbier, the Tmperial librarian, for
various works, especially works on the United
Blates, and a complete collection of the Woni-
teur. His library was to be consigned to some
bouse in Ameriea, On the 14th of July Na-
poleon wrote his memorable letter to the
Prince Regent, in which he compared himself
to Themistocles, and desired to place himself
“under the laws of the most powerful, the
maost constant, and the most generons of his
enemies.”  The collection closes with the pro-
test written on board the |§n1]vrn]>ium_ in
which Napoleon takes history to witness that,
bhaving for twenty years made war upon the
English people, he came of his own free will
to seck an asylond in England; “and what
greater proof eonld he give her of his esteem
and confidence ¢ But how did England re-
spond to this magnanimity ¥ She feigned to
strateh forth a hospitable hand to this enemy.
and when he had surrendered himself she
immolated him." In spite of the note to Bar-
bier, and the consignment to an American
houge, it is intended that we should bhelieve
that Napoleon did not contemplate crossing
